NEW ORLEANS, La., April 13.—Yesterday 
Was full of alarms, but the hight came

been found full of crawfish ‘holes, and while 
it may be held this season, it will have to be 
repullt. A number of levees across the river 
have been found defective, but an army of 
men and a mass of material are holding 
them. 

Up the #tream,.on the New Orleans side 
of the river, dangtr spots have developed, 
Dut prompt work ég telling there. 

The palnters afsng Bayou La Fourche 
are camping on e banks and marshaling 
their forces for pfotection, and a weak levee 
line has been held against what seemed 
certain ruin. The great lesson has been to 
build the levees higher and stronger and 
trust less to the last moment, and the re- 
sult will be the organization of new levee 
boards and greater activity in the future. 
Still a greater lesson has been that even 
the strongest levees are [ngufficient tinless 
the base of the banks is properly declined. 
Ditches are now dig wherever the water 
stands in the roads or comes through the 
levees, but the drainage system will be gen- 
eral and vastly improved before next high 
water. |

JAPAN'S SCHEME. 


To Flood Hawaii With Her People, 
Enforce Political Rights and 
Control the Islands. 


Special to the Post®Dispatch. ° 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 13.—The ca- 
ble dispatch from Yokohama declaring that 
two war vessels had been ordered to Hon- 
olulu by the Japanese Government caused 
much excitement, for it seemed to show 
that the United States Government had ad- 
vance information when it dispatched last 
week the cruiser Philadelphia to Hawail 
with sealed orders. 

A writer in the Chronicle, who is familiar 
with all recent events in the islands, says 
of this move of Japan: 

“The ordering of these Japanese cruisers 
to Honolulu is in line with the policy Ja- 
pan has been carrying out. As long as no 
trouble arose over the wholesale shipping 
of Japanese into Hawaii the Mikado’s Min- 
isters were content to increase the colony 
on the islands by from 1,800 to 2,000 a month. 
Now, however, that the Dole Government 
has been aroused to the danger of this Asi- 
atic influx, Japan is determined to use 
force to see that her natives receive all the 
rights guaranteed to them by treaty. 

“The plan of Japan was to fill the islands 
with Japanese, irrespective of the labor 
problem. Then when they had more Jap- 
anese in Hawaii than native Hawaiians, 
and more than all the other foreigners com- 


the same political rights that the natives 
enjoy. Even if they secured only limited 
suffrage they would soon be in a position 
to dictate the policy of the Government. 
Then the world would have seen Japan act- 
ually ruling the islands with no cost to the 
home Government and with no responsibil- 
ity. There are almost six times as many 
Japanese as Americans on the island,.”’

FIREMAN FRANK REEDY’S AID. 


AS THE AGGRESSOR. 


ATTITUDE OF “IRREGULARS.” 


They Have Cut the Gordian Knot and 
the Solution Seems to 
Be War. 


ATHENS, April 13.—The frontier situa- 
tion is developing slowly, for, two reasons. 
In the first place, snows, rain and bitterly 
cold winds have made campaigning in the 
mountainous districts anything but a pic- 
nic, and have retarded all movements. In 
the second place, intentional or otherwise, 
all dispatches are being considerably de- 
layed, a not unusual occurrence since the 
beginning of the present crisis. 

But if the development Is slow, it is none 
ffie less menacing, and an open outbreak 
of hostilities or a bacK down upon the part 
of one or the other or both of-the ¢oun- 
tries.most interested cannot be much longer 
delayed, as the strain of maintaining 
armies of about 100,000 men each in the field 
is being felt with steadily increasing se- 
verity by both Turkey and Greece, so that 
a declaration of war would be welcomed by 
either side with a feeling of relief. 

Here and at Constantinople there are daily 
prolonged meetings of the councils of 
ministers, and it is generally recognized 
that there must be a decided change before 
long. Both Greece and Turkey are trying 


to avoid, if possible, being classed as the 
aggressor in the conflict which is appar- 
ently impending, and for this reason they 
are acting with the greatest caution. 

The Greek National League, or Ethnike 
Hetairia, is no party to this attitude of the 
governments, and has already pushed for- 
ward a force of 3,00 “irregulars,”’ well 
armed, supplied and equipped, accom- 
panied by an ample commissariat corps, 
through the Turkish lines, with the two- 
fold object of cutting off communication 
between Turkish headquarters in Macc- 
donia, at Flassona. where Edhem Pasha is 
in command, and the Turkish headquarters 
in Albania, at Janina, where Hakki Pasha 
is in command, and of getting in the rear 
of the Turks, raising Macedonia against the 
rule of the Sultan and forming bands of 
irregulars, who will harass the Turkish rear 
while the regular Greek army does the real 
fighting in front. 

In spite of all official denials, nobody 
doubts that the Greek officials were fully 
cognizant of the movement of the Ethnike 
Hetairia, which has been openly prepared 
for and freely discussed for a long time. 

It is an open secret here that by the end 
of the present week at least 10,000 Greek 
“Trregulars” will be in Macedonia, Albania 
and Epirus, having been sent under the pre- 
tense of maintaining the status quo in 
obedience to the representations of the Pow- 
ers. 


The Turkish Minister at Athens yesterday 
called the attention of M. Skouzes, the 
Greek Minister for Foreign Affairs, to the 
departure from Greece of further ‘“‘Irregu- 
lar’ forces into Macedonia, complaining of 
their being able to “evade’’ the Greck 
troops. The reply which was received was 
similar to the one previously made by the 
Greek Premier, M. Delyannis, namely, that 
Greece might make the same complaint as 
to the vigilance of Turkish troops, “unless 
there was a suggestion of connivance be- 
tween the two armies.”’ 

The next important move heard of will be 
from the Greek headquarters at Arta, where 
the banks and principal stores, etc., are 
closing and removing into the interior, and 
every other preparation posstble is being 
made to get out of harm's way before the 
war begins in earnest, 

At Arta, it is well known here, a force of 
about 2,000 men organized by the Ethnike 
Hetairia has either started for Turkish 
territory or is making the final prepara- 
tions for doing so. This body will be di- 
vided into six separate detachments, each 
ably directed and having @ separate des-

W. Quinley, an insane patient from the 
interior of the State, was brought to the 
St. Louis Protestant Hospital Monday 
morning. He is subject to periodical fits 
of violence. A spell came on him Sunday, 
and hig family had him removed to the 
city. 

He was placed in a room on the third 
floor." He was violent all day and had to be 
watched continually. During the afternoon 
he, quieted down. 

The room in which the patient was con- 
fined was in the attic. The ceiling is low, 
the atmosphere close. The struggles of the 
muse with his patient heated him up and he 
opened the window. 

After a while the nurse his 
patient. A few moments later 
there was a scream from across the street, 
followed by groans from the front entrance. 

Doctors and nurses rushed out and found 
Quinley lying like dead on the front steps, 
He was bleeding from cuts about his head 
and faee. 

When carried into the operating room ‘t 
was found that both his arms were broken, 
his right arm being badly fractured in 
three places. He also suffered severe in- 
ternal injuries and is badly contused about 
the head and face. 

His injuries are serious, but the doctors 
think they will pull him through. 

Neighbors say that about 4 o'clock Mon- 
fay afternoon they saw Quinley crawl 
from the east dormer window on the third 
floor of the hospital, once the old Nied- 
ringhaus mansion. 

He stood erect in the low window frame 
and jumped out toward the street. Had he 
fallen directly he would have landed in the 
grass pilot, but he jumped sideways’ and 
landed with terrific force on the front steps. 
Spectators thought that he was killed. It 
was several] minutes before the hospital at- 
tefidants realized what had happened. 

At the hospital Tuesday no information 
was obtainable.

As I understand it, this mran found that

The Bills Authorize the Secretary of 
the Navy to Use the Plants 
for Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—Senator 
Chandler to-day introduced his bills em- 


powering the Secretary of the Navy to take} 


possession of the armor plates of the Beth- 
lehem and the Carnegie companies. 

There are two of the bills, one. applying 
to each of the institutions, the provisions 
being the same in both. Senator Chandler 
says that it is contemplated that only the 
Bethlehem works shall be taken, unless in 
case of necessity, when the Carnegie institu- 
tion should also be seized. 

The principal section of the bill authorizes 
and directs the Secretary of the Navy forth- 
with to take possession of such lands, build- 
ings and machinery as constitute the armor 
making plant of the two companies.’ He is 
directed “‘to hold and use such land, build- 
ings and machinery for a period of time suf- 
ficient to enable said Secretary to manufac- 
ture at the works embraced by said plant 
such portion as he may see fit there to 
manufacture of the armor plate necessary 
for the completion of the battleships Ala- 
bama, Illinois and Wisconsin, now in pro- 
cess of construction for the United States, 
and thereafter to return the possession of 
said land, buildings and machinery to said 
Bethlehem Iron Co. to be held by sdid com- 
pany as its own property as if the taking 
hereby authorized had not been made; and 
the aforeaid taking, holding and using of 
said land, buildings and machinery by the 
said Secretary of the Navy for the purpose 
aforesaid mentioned shall be deemed to be 
a taking thereof for the public use of the 
United States under an obligation to make 
just compensation therefor, in accordance 
with the fifth amendment to the constitu- 
tion.”’ 

The bills provide for the adjudication of 
any claims that may arise against the 
Government out of the transaction by the 
Court of Claims, whose judgment in the 
case is to be final. The award and allow- 
ance are to include sums “sufficient to 
equal the damage by the wear and tear of 
the plant and the interest upon its actual 
value, and such additional sums as may be 
fairly due for each year’s use of said 
plant.”’ 

Successive suits are authorized for each 
year that the plants are held and jury trials 
are authorized unless the right to jury trial 
is waived by the owners of the plant. 


It will be remembered that these plants 
have for years had a monopoly of making 
steel armor plate for the Government in 
the construction of naval vessels. The com- 
panies have made millions of dollars by 
these contracts. At the present time the 
Government has contracts out for the bulld- 
ing of three battleships, under which the 
steel must be furnished to the builders at a 
certain date, when the hulls are finished. 
Some time since the authorities advertised 
for bids for steel armor for these vessels. 
The steel companies referred to refused to 
bid because Congress had passed a law 
fixing a lMmit ($300) to be paid for steel ar- 
mor plate. The Illinois Steel Co. of Chi- 
cago bid, but its bid was declared irregular. 
Besides a Government agent had examined 
this company’s plant and reported that un- 
der present conditions it could not fill these 
contracts under two years. Thus it will be 
seen that the Government of the United 
States is at the mercy of these cormorants. 
It is under these conditions that the Chand- 
ler bills are introduced.

OMAHA IN GREAT DANGER. 


River Changing Its Course and Throw- 
ing the City Into Iowa. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 13.—The Missouri 
River is changing its channel past Omaha, 
and in doing so threatens to destroy prop- 
erty to the value of several million dol-' 
lars. Last night the river broke through 
its banks about a mile above where it left 
the old channel] twenty years ago, and is 
to-day running two broad streams across 
what were yesterday fertile market gar- 
dens. These streams run into Florence 
Lake, a relic of a former cut-off. From 
Florence Lake the water is pouring into 
Cut-off Lake, and it now seems only a ques- 
tion of a few hours until East Omaha is 
moved into lowa and all the property in line 
of the flood is swept away. 

The Government gauge records ‘a rise in 
the Missouri River of but nine-tenths of a 
foot in twenty-four hours ending at noon. 
Five miles up the river from the loca- 
tion of the gauge is where the Missouri has 
broken its banks in two places. This dis- 
charge of the flood accounts for the meager 
showing of rise on the Government gauge. 
The first break in the banks occurred a 
little more than a mile above the original 
channel that left Florence Lake in the old 
cut-off, and the water is sweeping down a 
stretch of land that has been transferred 
from most fertile gardens into a stream 
2,000 feet wide and five feet deep. The mar- 
ket gardens of North Omaha will be swept 
away, if no further damage results, 

The people of that section of the town 
nearly all moved out last night, and are 
busy getting away their effects in boats to- 
day. Cut-off Lake ts filling up rapidly and 
may soon overflow, sweeping down through 
the upper railroad yards and extensive fac- 
tory plants in the North bottoms. 

Reports from up the river are encouraging, 
and it is likely the extensive damage now 
threatened will be averted. Should the river 
complete the cut-off it has threatened East 
Omaha, with extensive factory plants, in- 
cluding the great Carter White Lead Works, 
will be moved into Iowa, and the $3,000,000 
mridge of the East Omaha Terminal Co. 
will be left across a slough, while the 
thousands of dollars expended by the gov- 
ernment in protecting the banks of the river 
along the great bend will have been wasted 
on a “cut-off” lake. . 

Down in town the situation is less seri- 
ous than it was last night. The smelter of 
the Omaha & Grant company is still above 
water, The Thomson-Houston electric 
lighting plant and the Willow Springs Dis- 
tillery can stand a rise of another foot, and 
the railroad companies feel that their 
tracks are safe for the time. All are 
watching though, and are taking every pre- 
caution to protect their property. The 
weather has cleared off here, and the pros, 
pects are favorable for @ cessation of the 
rains.

SUCCESSES OF THE WAR? 


TERRIBLE HEAT AT HAVANA. 


Report That President McKinley Of- 
fered the Friendly Mediation of 
the United States. 


G@pectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 13.—The Sun has the 
following cable from Havana: 

The important town of Bahia Honda has 
been totally destroyed by the insurgents 
after a lively engagement which resulted 
in the surrender of the garrison. After 
taking Bahia Honda and remaining there 
for some hours the insurgents set fire to 
the town, and when it had been reduced to 
ashes retired to the interior. The news is 
carefully concealed by the censor at Ha- 
vana, but there is no doubt about its ac- 
curacy. 

The destruction of Bahia Honda is one of 
the most important successes of the insur- 
gents in the whole war, and the glory of it 
may be given to Vidal Ducasse, a soldier of 
the aggressive temper of Maceo. Since the 
capture of Rivera Ducasse has kept the 
Cuban forces in the province constantly 
fighting. 

It is reported here that another expedl- 
tion bringing supplies to the insurgents has 
landed safely in the province of Pinar dei 
Rio. The news has created a stir, and 
sirong Spanish reinforcements have’ been 
sent to San Cristobal. 

The strong Spanish columns sent against 
Gen. Gomez have returned to Sancti 
Spiritus, saying they do not know the 
whereabouts of the Cuban General. 

The Cuban sympathizers in Havana are 
excited by the news that the traitor Miguel 
Beato has left the capital to confer, as 
he said, with the Cuban leader, Baldomero 
Acosta, Beato’s mission is believed to be 
some new act of treachery, and word has 
been sent to the Cuban leader to imprison 
and courtmartial him. 

The sanitary condition of Havana is ter- 
rible. The heat is already as intense as in 
the worst days of summer, rising above 100 
degrees Fahrenheit. This has produced an 
increase in all epidemic diseases, and, be- 
sides, smallpox and yellow fever, scarlet 
fever and whooping cough are making se- 
rious ravages. 

The tobacco. manufacturers are import- 
ing Sumatra tobacco, as their stock of 
Cuban leaf is already exhausted and the 
crop of this year has been destroyed by 
the Insurgents. 

A. dispatch from Madrid says that Pres!- 
dent McKinley recently offered the friendly 
mediation of the United States in Cuban 
affairs. Senor Canovas del Castillo, the 
Prime Minister, replied, thanking Mr. Mc- 
Kinley for the offer, and requested that the 
United Staies stop the work of filibusters in 
that country.

In an interview he 
said: “When I started about ten days ago 
for a trip South, it was in search of warmer 
weather, as the damp atmosphere then pre- 
vailing m this city was very annoying to 
me, troubled, as | am, with rheumatism and 
old wounds. It was not, as was reported, 
to go to Cuba. The interviews with me as 
printed by some papers did not take place 
as alleged. The fact is, I did not meet any 
newspaper men during my trip. The re- 
mark attributed to me by one paper, to the 
effect that I did not expect any action in 
behalf of Cuba from the present administra- 
tion could not be further from my own 
opinion.

BANQUET AT WASHINGTON. 


Tuesday Night the Democratic Clubs

Senator Jones has gone a little further,

and join in a celebratidn on the very Fourth 
of July on which he died, proclaimed to 
the world: ‘The palpable truth is that the 
mass of mankind has not been born with 
saddles on their backs, nor a favored few, 
booted and spurred, ready to ride them 
legitimately, by the grace of God.’

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—The Civil 
Service Commission has been tabulating 
figures to show the legal quota of clerks 
each State and territory should have in 
the eight executive departments and the 
Department of Labor, ali in the city of 
Washington.

The District of Colum- 
bia is entitled under the showing made by 
the commission to 2,396. There is an ex- 
cess of 2.357. But then Washington is pro- 
verbially modest. The largest deficit in 
appointments in any State is 23. Texas 
and Illinois are each short of their quota 
by that number.

BIMETALLIC COMMISSION. 


Wolcott, Stevenson and Paine Have 
Been Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Apri! 13.—The Pres!- 
ident has announced the appointment of 
Senator Edward O. Wolcott of Colorado; 


Hon. Charles J. Paine of Boston, Mass., 
and ex-Vice-President Adlai Stevenson as 
commissioners to an international mone- 
tary conference. These appointments are 
made under the act approved March 3 last 
“for the promotion of an international 
agreement for bimetallism,’’ and by its pro- 
visions do not require confirmation by the 
Senate. 

Senator Wolcott and Mr.

The commission will not start for Europe, 
it is said to-day, before June. It is the in- 
tention of the President to have his Am- 
bassadors and (Ministers recently appointed 
to lay the groundwork for the monetary 
commission before it starts from the Unite 
States to talk bimetailism to European Gov- 
ernments. This will require some time and 
pending first reports from the Ambassa-

EXONERATED ERB. 


Coroner’s Jury Finds That He Killed 
Schwering in Self-Defense. 


The inquest on John Schwering, who was 


killed by Henry Erb Sunday night in Mohr’'s 

saloon, was held Tuesday morning by Coro- 
ner W ait. Over a dozen witnesses were ex- 
amined, but only a few of them saw the 
shooting. 

George Buckner of 1603 Knapp street, tes. 
tifled that his attention had been attracted 
to the two men by their loud talking. He 
saw Schwering push Erb away from him. 
Erb stepped back @ few feet, drew his re- 
volver and began fring. After the first shot 
Schwering also drew his revolver and re- 
turned the fire. 

Thomas Kane of 3342 Page avenue said he 
was in the saloon during the greater part 
of the afternoon, drinking and shaking dice 
with friends. Shortly before the shootin 
Schwering called him one side and ask 
him what he thought of Erb. Kane asked 
him what Erb had done. Schwering replied 
that Erb had brought Jack Devine to the 
saloon to “do him up,’ and added that if 
Devine attempted to harm him he had 
something to fix him, at the same time 
exhibiting a revolver. Kane advised 
Schwering not to have any trouble, and 
they returned to the saloon. A few mo- 
ments later Schwering and Erb engaged in 
conversation. Kane sald that Schwering 
appeared to be the aggressor in the fight 
that ensued, although he did not see who 
fired the first shot. 

William Welker, a machinist, testified he 
looked at the men just as Schwering pulled 
his revolver and fired. The witness was 
pee Schwering drew his revolver and 

the first shot. 

The jury was out ten minutes and re- 
turned a verdict of justifiable homicide. Erb 
was returned to the holdover until the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney can examine the evidence. 

Capt. O'Malley released Erb at noon on

Constitutionality of the Measure Is 
Doubted and Its Policy Is 
Condemned.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 13.—The bill in- 
troduced by Senator Bollinger to repeal the 
parole and indeterminate sentence law will 
be urged for passage as soon as the Senate 
clears its calendar of the Humphrey rail- 
way bills, the bill repealing the libel law 
and the pending revenue bills. A majority 
of the State’s attorneys and jurists 
of the State are decided that the 
law is a bad one and that it 
is a menace to the reform of a man sen- 


tenced to the penitentiary under its pro- 
visions. <A prisoner sentenced to the penl- 
tentiary under this law does not escape the 
vigilance of the Penitentiary Commissioners 
even after he is released until the maximum 
— for which his offense is punishable 
as expired. It is urged that when a prison- 
er is discharged he does not feel that he is 
free, as he has to report every six months, 
and the fact that he was once a criminal is 
being reminded to him, 

The constitutionality of the law is being 
assailed, and there are several cases on this 
int now pending in the Supreme Court. 

he law was one of Gov. Altgeld’s pet 
measures, and it is one in which Maj. R. 
Ww. McClaughrey, Warden of the Joliet 
Penitentiary, is deeply interested. 

One of the arguments against the law is 
that the Commissioners are not as com- 
petent to know the extent of a prisoner's 
culpability as the jury which tries him; and 
that prisoners with friends can bring strong 
influence to bear on a Board of Commis- 
sioners that would not have any force with 
a jury for the reason that it would not be 
admissibie. Bollinger means to make a 
fight for his bill, which Is now in the Com- 
mittee on Penal and Reformatory Institu- 
tions.

THE DEMOCRATIC POLICY. 

Congresgman Bailey is clearly right in 
his policy as Democratic leader of the 
House when he refuses to try to force 
the Republicans to legislate. The Demo- 
cratic House caucus has done well to 
sustain his course. 

Coming into power under so many obll- 
gations opposed to public interest, and 
with such a large majority as they have 
in the House, nothing but vicious legisla- 
tion can be expected of the Republicans. 
Accordingly, the less of it the better. 
Besides, it is clearly a part of Democratic 
policy to fix the attention of the country 
on the enormity of the measure of taxa- 
tion which the Republicans, under the 
lash of the Trusts and consolidated pro. 
tected interests, are now forcing to pass- 
age. This can be done much more readily 
and effectually by not complicating the 
tariff with other questions. 

The good effect of the course which has 
been taken is already to be seen in an 
aroused public interest in the question. 
The Democrats have made excellent use 
of their limited privilege of debate and 
have succeeded in exposing the iniquities 
of the Dingley bill better than they could 
have done with the tariff but one of the 
questions before the House. 

Ever since the election in November 
the Post-Dispatch has urged that, as a 
matter of policy, the Democrats should 
place no obstructions in the way of the 
Republicans when they are engaged in 
the work of formulating their -policy in 
legislation. If they have any effective 
remedies for the existing disorders in 
the body politic, let them produce and 
apply them. -Of course it is the duty of 
the Democrats in Congress to expose the 
quackery of these remedies and to show 
their disastrous effects upon the tax- 
payers and the country. But any laws 
which the Republicans claim will enable 
them to fulfill their pre-election promises 
should not be delayed or obstructed in 
their passage longer than is necessary to 
expose their true character. 

This does not mean, however, that the 
Republicans should be forced or even en- 
couraged to make any laws which they 
are not really desirous of making. Re- 
publican laws are always a disadvantage 
to the country. Democrats should not 
share the responsibility for them by aid- 
ing or abetting or hastening their enact- 
ment. Instead of insisting that the Re- 
publicans of the House do something in 
the way of legislation that they are not 
ready to do, the Democratic position 
should be that an idle and do-nothing 
Republican is the only harmless Repub- 
lican.

DINGLEY BILL DENOUNCED. 


Republicans Preparing to Pile Up 
More Taxes on an Already 
Burdened People. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—In- 
couraging reports were made to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National Demo- 
cratic Clubs which met here yesterday. A 
committee consisting of Messrs. Black, Mc- 
Millin and Maguire was appointed to pre- 
pare an address to the Democratic voters of 
the ceuntry, which the committee unani- 
mously adopted. The address, after recit- 
ing the objects of the association as set 
forth in its constitution, and declaring that 
they are the principles of Jefferson and of 
the Democratic party, never surrendered or 
abandoned and essential to the preservation 
of the Republic, proceeds as follows: 

“But, as members of the Executive Com- 
mittee assembled at a time when these 
fundamental principles are about to be dis- 
regarded by an administration recently in- 
stalled and by a large majority of the House 
of Representatives, proceeding almost avow- 
edly to exert their fortuitous power to lay 
the country and all its industrial classes 
under tribute to a vast combination of mon- 
opolies, in utter contempt of constitutional 
limitations, of republican principles and of 
popular rights, we feel it our duty to call 
your attention ta the peculiar situation and 
to urge you to that vigilance which has 
ever been and ever must be the price of 
liberty. 

“When an apparent majority of the votes 
of the people was counted out of the ballot 
boxes last year in favor of the Republican 
candidates for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, while we deplored the result and were 
convinced that no possible relief could be 
afforded by the party so returned to power, 
we were more than willing to afford its 


agents every opportunity to demonstrate 
whether or not their policies were adequate. 

“In common with many who last year 
voted Republicon tickets under secret pro- 
test and with serious misgivings as to the 
future, we supposed that the administra- 
tion and its friends in Congress, charged 
with unlimited power and conscious of the 
grave responsibility, would realize the ne- 
cessity of proceeding in a rational manner 
and they would at all events not feel it 
incumbent upon them to further disturb 
the business of the peente by rushing into 
a revision of the tariff laws for the sole pur- 
pose of repaying the vast outlays of the 
combined monopolists in the late campaign. 
But we see at this time with alarm that 
they are resolved to grant no delay in the 
execution of a fixed and ruthless design. 
They insist that taxes are not high enough 
under the present law. They are to be made 
higher. And the producing people, already 
impoverished by adverse legislation, are to 


bq forced to suffer still more in the _ in- 
creased prices of clothing, for their food 
and other necessaries of life. This mon- 


strous bill, fit successor to the McKinley bill 
of abominations itself, has been pushed 
through the House under a practical 
gag law and is now pending in the 
enate, where already threats are heard 
against the freedom of debate and where a 
passage is to be forced by the use of exec- 
utive patronage reserved for the purpose. 
‘This is one of the stones which the peo- 
ple of the United States are to get instead 
of the bread they ask for and so much 
need. Whether the promise made to them 
as to other matters and the hopes they 
were led to form through the extraordinary 
expedients employed by the monopolists in 
the late campaign are to be similarly dis- 
posed of can hardly be an object of conject- 
ure. A party which openly uses the terri- 
ble power of taxation for private en- 
richment and for corresponding oppression 
of the people cannot be expected to use 
ves other power with moderation and jus- 
tice. 
“Although the paramount question before 
the people was and is that of the single 
old standard as against the free and un- 
imited coinage of gold and silver, and a 
mighty majority of the whole people de- 
clared unequivocally for bimetallism, either 
independently or by international agree- 
ment, as promised by the Republican party, 
we see not the slightest indication or any 
disposition to move in that direction. While 
all industries languish, while the gold dol- 
lar appreciates and the silver dollar is de- 
nied its natural function, while a nation 
waits and suffers, tariff schedules are be- 
ing revised for the exclusive benefit of the 
tax-eaters and the gold men are tacitly as- 
sured that they need apprehend no en- 
croachments upon their monopoly, which is 
visibly appropriating the profits upon the 
labors of civilized mankind. To the bitter 
complaints of the people, the answer of the 
Roman farmer of the revenues is returned: 
‘More taxes and a dearer currency with 
which to pay them.’ 


Federalist administrations have  uni- 
formly run into excesses not unlike those 
we are witnessing at present, but never 
before in the history of the Republic have 
they been so candidly avowed or so coolly 
justified as a party policy rendered neces- 
sary by campaign contracts in order to se- 
cure the power thus to be abused. 

“The administration and Congress having 
taken this attitude and again thrown down 
the gage of battle to the allied hosts of 
American freemen who supported the Dem- 
ocratic candidates last year—casting their 
millions of unpurchased votes for liberty 
regulated by law—we, the Democrats, are 
left no alternative but to take it up. Our 
cause is far stronger to-day than ever be- 
fore. We have only to organize, to bring 
right-thinking and right-feeling people to- 
gether in Democratic societies, where the 
designs of the monopolist party in power 
— be discussed and exposed, and where 
each good citizen, encouraged by his neich- 
bor, will resist the seductions and resent 
the threats of the common enemy—to sweep 
up a great majority of representatives of 
the masses in the next House and to ecar- 
ry the elections of 1990 as triumphantly as 
our Democratic forefathers carried those of 
“We respectfully suggest that Democratic 
societies, constituted after the manner of 
those which Mr, Jefferson described as “very 
nurseries of Republican principles,’ be es- 
tablished in every. district, and that the 
Democratic State, County and City Chair. 
men throughout the country take immediate 
steps to secure the institution of such or- 
ganizations. These, when united in State 
associations, and with this National organi- 
zation, will constitute an irresistible force 
in the contests before us. To insure a 
popular victory which will inaugurate the 
new century with as sure a promise of lib- 
erty, peace and prosperity as Jefferson's 
election inaugurated the last, we require 
only the means of constant discussion and 
the means of polling our honest vote in 
spite of corruption or intimidation. This 
a thorough club organization will ac- 
complish.”

GONE INTO LIQUIDATION. 


National Bank of the Republic Bought 
Outright by the Merchants’-Laclede. 


When the formal consent of the United 
States Comptroller of Currency has been 
given, the sale of the National Bank of the 
Republic to the Merchants’-Laclede Na- 


tional Bank will be effective. The Comp- 
troller’s assent will reach here within a 
few days. Then the books and moneys in 
the bank at 214 North Fourth street will be 
transferred to the bank across the street, 
The pretty little building occupied by the 
Bank of the Republic will in all probability 
be rented to the American Ex ee 
It is owned by Arthur and John and 
brings them an annual incorge of $7,500. 

Phe decision to sell the bank was made 
by a coterie of stockholders after Presi- 
dent Bullen’s death. He had been the 
guiding spirit of the Institution and none 
of the old directors were willing to abandon 
their already large interests to undertake 
its management. Mr. C. F. Gaus, Mr. Bul- 
len’s father-in-law, was elected President 
temporarily. 


chants’-Laclede Bank had been received 
those on the inside quietly thered up ali 
the stock that had been dumped on the 
market following Mr. Bullen’s death. So 
sharp was the demand that the stock 
jumped from $108 to $115, where it stood when 
the absorption took place. 

The terms of sale were reached Monday 
afternoon and the directors of both banks 
agreed to them, Stockholders of the liqui- 
dating banks will realize handsomely by 
the change, The Merchants’-Laclede paid a 
handsome bonus for the absorption of its 
rival. This will go to the stockholders, who 
will realize between $135 and $140 a share. 

Cc. F. Gaus, President of the Bank of the 
Republic, will become a director in the 
Merchants’-Laclede. Cashier W. Gra- 
ham will become assistant cashier and J. 
S. Marmaduke, assistant cashier, will re- 
main for a short time with the other in- 
stitution. The tellers and bookkeepers will 
also be transferred and employed for a 
time by the purchasing institution, 

The National Bank of the Republic was in 
a flourishing condition. Its capital was re- 
cently reduced from $500,000 to $800,000. Its 
deposits reached $1,350,000 and it had a re- 
serve of 65 per cent.

SISTER, MRS. BIRGE. 


CITED IN PROBATE COURT. 


A Bitter Dispute Over the Estate of. 
the. Late James 
Patrick. 


The will Jeft by Mrs. Arabella Patrick, 
widow of James Patrick, has caused a bit- 
ter dispute between Maj. William K. Pat- 
rick of Webster Groves and Mrs. Mary P. 
Birge of 248 Buclid avenue, his sister. The 
matter was partially developed in Probate 
Court, where a citation charging Mrs. Birge 
and her husband, Julius C. Birge, with the 
concealment of valuable property belonging 
to the estate, was taken up by Judge Ras- 
sieur. 

Mr. Birge is president of the St. Louis 
Shovel Co., and was in court with Mrs. 
Birge and Lawyer Clinten Rowell. Maj. 


Patrick was also in court, but owing to the 
non-appearance of his attorney, Judge 
Shirk of Clayton, the matter was laid over 
until June 10. 

Mrs, Patrick dfed Dec. 20, 1896. She had 
made her home with her daughter. The val- 
uable estate left by her husband was hers 
only during her life, andamnder the will of 
the late James Patrick was to go to the son 
and daughter in equal shares at her death. 

Under ordinary circumstances, therefore, 
Mrs. Patrick could make no disposition of 
the property by will. Almost twenty years 
ago, however, Maj. Wm. K. Patrick, her 
son, who has occupied several official posi- 
tions, and has been a prominent citizen of 
St. Louls many years, found it necessary to 
raise a sum of money. He obtained some 
of it from his mother and relinquished his 
— on his father’s estate, as a cons!dera- 
tion. 

At the death of Mrs. Patrick a will was 
found which she made December DW, 1 
evidently in fulfillment of an agreement 
with Maj. Patrick. The will wag filed in the 
Probate Court January 18, 1897. 

It cites the fact that a certain part of the 
money was transferred to her son and pro- 
vides that he shall have the option “at any 
time within one year after my decease, to 
return to my legal pS Gg mn t 
promissory note for $1, given by me to 
him for his interest in said residence, if 
said note shall then be at hand, or to pay to 
my legal representatives, if said note shall 
have been paid by me before my death, 
$1,250 in money, and in virtue thereof be- 
gome entitled of and reinvested with the 

aid interest in said residence go sold and 
assigned by him to me and entitled further- 
more to have at the hands of my represen- 
tatives, all transfers and conveyances there- 
of which he may deem requisite.” 

There was an additional clause providing 
that no subsequent will should act to re- 
scind the provision concerning Maj. Patrick. 

No executor was mentioned in the will 
and at the request of Maj. Patrick, sole 
beneficiary, Dr. William C. Richardson, 
Public Administrator, took oharge of the 
estate. Lawyer Henderson, representing Dr 
Richardson, stated to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the provision of the will had 
not been complied with and that Maj. Pat- 
rick intended to file suit in the Circuit Court 
to compel Mrs, Birge, his sister, to do so

Among the Mayor's callers Monday after- 
noon were Miss Clara A. Jones of 3850 Page 
boulevard and Miss M. A. Tremain of 2625 
Locust street, members of the Catholic Or- 


phans’ Board. 

Unele Henry received them graciously. 
He gave them seats and, drawing up a chair 
for himself, sat down and listened to their 
story. He promised them to carefully look 
trite the matter and assured them that he 
would act for what he considered the best 
interests of the child. 

R. Graham Frost, the attorney of the Or- 
phan Board, appeared before the Refuge 
Board at its last meeting. He said the child 
was of Catholic parentage. The Orphan 
Board was willing and anxious to take her 
and relieve the city of all responsibility 
for her bringing up. She would be removed 
at once to the Mullanphy Hospital. When 
fully recovered she would be sent to a con- 
vent for four years. She would receive the 
best training of mind and heart. 

All of the members except Director Paule 
were willing to let the society have her. Heo 
ave no reason for his opposition other than 
the trivial one that she belonged to the 
Refuge. 

Raver Walbridge was not present. Two 
days iater Miss Jones and Miss Tremain 
cailed on him. Their reception was very 
cool, Miss Jones said Monday: “He was 
most uncivil, not to ed rude. We told him 
she was a Catholic child. He said he would 
not discuss that. He finally promised, 
though, to let Mr. Frost know the final de- 
cision of the board. He never did so. 

“T eannot understand,’’ she continued, 
“why we are not given possession of her. 
It is all due to Director Paule. His con- 
duct has been very strange. As s00n as 
he learned that we wanted her he went to 
the Hospital and frightened the child into 
promising to go back to the Refuge. He 
called several times. Each time Lizzie was 
go affected that her condition became worse 
and the doctors refused to let him see her 
any more. . 

“He has threatened to have her sent to 
the criminal ward on account of her at- 
tempted suicide if we persist in our ef- 
forts to wet possession of her. 

“] cannot understand the man’s conduct.

FUTILITY OF THE POLICE BOARD'S 
ORDER AGAINST WINE ROOMS. 


STILL FREQUENTED BY WOMEN. 


Capt. O’Malley Says the Order Is Being 
Enforced, but Not an Arrest 
Has Been Made in Ten Days. 


When Police Commissioner James Ban- 
nerman raised a row with Acting Chief 
Kiely a couple of weeks ago over the 
raiding of o!d John Davis’ wineroom, at 
Sixth and Elm streets, the word was given 
out by the police authorities that the good 


work was to go on. 
Every known woman of bad character 


was to be arrested the moment she stuck 
her nose into a saloon, and all the robbing 


of men in winerooms was to be stopped, 

As proof positive that the Department 
meant business, the following order, is- 
sued by Acting Chief Kiely at theemandate 
of the Board, was exhibited with great 
freedom: 

ST. LOUIS, March 3, 15S7. 

To a)! Captains: 

Gentlemen—I desire to call your atten- 
tion to an existing evil that must be sup- 
pressed. I refer to the habit of prosti- 
tutes roaming the streets and fnducing 
and decoying men into wine-rooms at- 
tached to certain saloons for the purpose 
of robbery. You will therefore direct 
your sergeants to instruct their men 
that all known prostitutes found fre- 
quenting wine-room®@ and saloons must 
be arrested and prosecuted in the police 
courts and also ali the street walkers 
found plying their vocation. 

Sergeants of precincts in which these 
wine-rooms and saloons exist will be 
held strictly accountable for the rigid 
performance of their duty and should 
any complaints of robbery or other simi- 
lar infraction of the law be reported 
from said places, it will be considered 
good cause to prefer charges against 
said sergeant. 

Patrolmen found lounging around such 
places or their beats and not exerting 
themselves to suppress these evils must 
be promptly reported by the sergeant. 

You will personally read this order at 
roll call to your men and hold them 
strictly accountable for the enforcement 
of the same. MATTHEW KIELY, 

Acting Chief of Polic®. 

As to the actua! good this rigid order has 
done, it might just as well not have been 
issued. Women of bad character go to 
wine rooms just as they did before, and 
they don’t look scared while they are doing 
it either. 

The chief responsibility for the enforce- 
ment of this order rests with Capt. O'Malley 
of the Central District by reason of the 
fact that nine-tenths of the wine rooms re- 
ferred to by his superiors are in his district. 
The Captain says that the order against 
wine rooms is still in vogue and that it is 
being enforced. He admits, however, that 
since the kick-up over the raid on John Da- 
vis’ place that there has not been an arrest 
made under the order. 

“Every man who walks a beat.’ he said 
Monday afternoon, ‘‘has his orders to keep 
his ‘ye on all winerooms, and arrest any 
prostitute visiting them. No special. offi- 
cers are detailed on the work, because 
they would not be likely to know the wom- 
en of bad character. Saloonkeepers have 
been warned of what they may expect 
if they allow women in their places. 

“This has resulted in the wineroom busi- 
ness being mighty poor. The old-timers 
are afraid to turn out. Of course, my offi- 
cers have to exercise their judgment in 
making arrests. Not all women who go to 
winerooms are prostitutes 
“It would be a bad mistake to arrest some 
women of respectability who might be 
drinking with her husband, or just out for 
a little sight seeing. You see, there is no 
A women 


she is respectable. Therefore, the officers 
have te be very careful, and unless they 
know a woman to be a prostitute, they wil! 
not arrest her.’’ 

In this lies the weakness of the depart- 
ment’s position. So long as the police take 
the position that a woman who frequents'a 
wine room is respectable. unless they have 
absolute Knowledge to tiie contrary, wine 
rooms will continue to flourish. It may be 
the most just attitude to take, but: it ren- 
dérs the board’s order ridiculous. The most 
adterious of women has but to go a few | 

locks from her usual haunts and she is 
safe from arrest. 

A tour of a large number of wine rooms 
in the Central District Monday night by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter showed conclusively 
that the order relative to the exé@lusion 
of scarlet women was not being carried 
out. In the district just east of Jefferson 
avenue along Market, Chestnut and Pine | 
streets, where there are two or three wine 
rooms to everw block, there was as much 
drinking being done In them by both sexes 
as there has been for six months past. 
To be sure this is not a great deal, for hard 
times have given this neighborhood a chill. 
but all the resorts were open and women 
were going in and coming out as freely as 
though the entire police force were up in 


the air ship. 

In Manley's. Daneri's, Johnson's, Ran- 
som’s, Peyton's, Morgan’s and all the sa- 
loons !n that vicinity this freedom existed. 

Down town the same conditions prevailed. 
Even Mr. John Davis offered his hospitality 
to his lady patrons, but, of course, their 
character was unimpeachable. No doubt, if 
he were asked, Mr. Dav's would consent to 
furnish the police with certificates to this

While here the distinguished Oriental is 
spending most of his time at the Missouri 
Institute for the BHnd. 

Mr. Konishi is a wonderful little man, 
acquisitive and receptive in the highest de-

best schoo! for the blind in the West will 
no doubt redound to the benefit of his pu- 
Pils in far-away Japan. 

He is short of stature, with. brush-like 
hair, just turned gray, and a wiry, black 
beard. He wears a black Prince Albert 
coat and dark striped trousers. Thougn 
his features are unmistakably Oriental, 
there is nothing about his dress to proclaim 
his foreign birth. 

He carries with him a wonderful collec- 
tion of articles made by the deaf and dumb 
pupils of his school. 

Mr. Konishi wtil remain’in St. Louis sev- 
eral days. From here he will go East and 
then through Europe, the entire trip con- 
suming two years. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Mr. Konishi expressed himself highly 
jleased with what he had seen in America. 
je arrived at San Francisco late in Jan- 
and deaf and dumb In Salt Lake City, 
Misseurl schoo] is the largest he has 
yet visited and he is making profuse notes 
of everything he observes there. His note- 
book is his constant companion and items 
of information which would strike the bdrdi- 
nary observer as commonplace are carefully 
written down for reference on his return to 
the land of chrysanthemums, 

Mr. Konishi speaks English with difficul- 
ty, but writes it very well. 

“When I started out,”” he said, “the gov- 
ernment was afraid I would have difficulty 
in making myself understood. I speak only 
Japanese, Chinese and English, but I have 
had no trouble in making my wante known 
and expressing my opinions during my trip. 
For, you see, I have the blind alphabet and 
the sign language to fall back on. As they 
are universal and as I spend most of my 
time among those who understand these 
languages am getting along very .weil. 
Here is my card. You will readily see that 
it is adapted te all emergencies.” 

The card contains Mr. Konishi’s name in 
Japanese, Chinese, English, and in the blind 
and deaf and dumb characters. . 

Mr. Konishi was asked how the blind and 
dumb achoolse in America compared with 
those of Japan. 

After carefully writing the question in 
his note book he said: 

“T would prefer that

which signifies ‘sprung from the 
have seen many wonderful things 
here, and find that the Americans are far 
ahead of us in the education of the blind 
and dumb. In our country it is our greatest 
ambition to copy American ideas. I knew 
before leaving home that I had much to 
learn. but I had no idea how thorough the 
American system was until I observed you 
methods. ; 

‘“‘We have already introduced the Braille 
alphabet as used in America, and we are 
a little ahead of you, too, for our alphabet 
has only forty-eight characters, while yours 
has sixty. 

“While our methods of training the blind 
are much the same as yours, our course of 
study is not of as great practical benefit. 
The Aloyd system of joining and wood- 
work is not known fn our country; neither is 
broom-making. 

“The principal industry in which the blind 
pup'ls are instructed is massage. One hun- 
dred and fifty years ago the Emperor de- 
creed that massage as a profession should 
be followed exclusively by the blind. 

‘For that reason the teaching of massage 
in our schools is of some practical benefit 
to the pupils, though the profession is over- 
run in our country. Our graduates have 
one advantage from the fact. that only 
graduates of Government schools are per- 
mitted to practice among the royal classes. 

“A cupuncture is also taught in our 
schools. Among many classes a cupuncture 
is looked upon as a sure cure for all ills. 
The operation consists of driving a fine gold 
needle into the flesh over the seat of the 
pain. Adepts in this art have much the 
same standing as physicians here. .Our 
graduates find this occupation remun- 
erative, though it is practiced also by the 
seeing. The royal classes, however, prefer 
to be operated oneby the blind, because 
blind operators cannot see that they are 
royal, and will not charge them an ex- 
orbitant fee. 

“Many of our pupils are aiso taught to 
play the koto, our national instrument, and 
make a living giving music lessons. 

‘‘In point you are far ahead of us. I find 
that you educate a far greater percentage 
of your blind. 

In our country one person In every thou- 
sand is blind, and about five in every thou- 
sand have some affection of the eyes. Yet 
in the sevén schools there are only 211 pu- 
ils. 

PT he prevalence of blindness in our coun- 
try is largely due to the snow and to the 
fact that most populous districts are along 
the seashore, where the sunlight is reflected 
from the water and the white sand pe- 
culiar to our country. 

Supt. John T. Sibley of the Missouri 
stitute for the Blin is affording 
Konishi every opportunity to gather 
formation. 

While the reporter was talking to the dis- 
tinguished Oriental, two of the female 
teachers, short-skirted and glowing, came 
into the room with their bicycles. 

“Do ladies ride in Japan?’ was asked. 

“Oh, no.”’ said Mr. Konishi. ‘“The Govern- 
ment does not think it’s good for their 
health.”’

MAKING READY 
POR LITIGATION. 


CLEVELAND, ST. LOUIS AND KAN- 
SAS CITY BONDHOLDERS TO ACT. 


RUMORS OF FORECLOSURE. 


Attorney James M. Kerr of New York 
Is Investigating the Deed of 
Trust Records. 


Interestiug developments are expected in 
the case of the Cleveland, St. Louis & Kan- 
sas City Railroad, which is involved in com- 
plicated litigation. James ‘M. Kerr, a prom- 
inent New York attorney, has been at St. 
Charles for several days, making an ab- 
Stract of the deed of trust records in con- 
nection with the affairs of the corporation. 
This fact gives rise to the theory that some 
new turn—probably of a sensational nature 
—is going to be taken. 

Mr. Kerr was accompanied to St. Charles 
by a St. Louis stenographer, and an ab- 
Stract of the records was made very fully. 
The case in question is the suit of James 
H. Bethune, John J. Shafer et al. vs. the 
Cleveland, St. Louis & Kansas City Rail- 
road Co, and several trust companies. While 
nothing absolutely certain can be said as to 
the meaning of Attorney Kerr’s move- 
ments, it is surmised that there is trouble 
in store for Russell Sage and others, who 
scooped in for $260,000 a line of railroad that 


was not completed, but upon which had 
been expended something like $700,080. 

The records show that in 1887 the 
Central Missouri Railway Company was 
organized under the laws of Missouri 
for the purpose of constructing a 
line of railway from Alton, IIL, to Kansas 
City and that in 1888 this railway company 
sold out to the Cleveland, St. Louls & Kan- 
sas City Railway Co., which assumed all 
of the debts and obligations. At the time 
of this sale there was completed and in 
operation that portion of the road between 
St. Charles and Hamburg, in St. Charles 
County. This was complete and was paid 
for out of the proceeds of the first mort- 
gage bonds of the Central Missouri Rail- 
way, which bonds were secured by a deed 
of trust to the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Co. of New York City. 

The Cleveland, St. Louis & Kansag City 
Raliway Co. entered into a contract with 
William Baird & Co. for the construction 
of the balance of the line of road. Baird 
& Co, sublet the contract to Bethune. 
Shafer and others. Baird & Co. were un- 
able to pay for the work and liens were 
filed under the Missouri statutes, and sub- 
eequentiy there was foreclosure and sale 
of the road. Bethune was the purchaser 
the consideration being $88, 535.76—material. 
ly less than the face value of the Hen 
The Farmers’ Loan and Trust Co., trustee. 
was made a party to the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, but no attempt was made to 
make the holders of the bonds parties to 
the proceedings. 

It is believed in St, Charles that there f« 
probably a movement on foot to foreclose 
the first mortgage or deed of trust of the 
Central Missourt Rallway Co., under which 
$250,000 in bonds were issued and sold. It 
‘s argued that the title of the holders of 
these bonds is not affected by the fore. 
closure of the Hens and sale of the prop- 
erty for the reason that the mortgage or 
deed of trust securing these bonds was a 
superior lien to that of the contractors, in 
so far as that portion of the road already 
constructed is concerned. 

St. Louls railroad mtn and attorneys who 
are interested In the case do not verify the 
foreclosure theory. “I am of the opinion
